It Is understood that following the 


orders the question ot the reason- 
ableness ot a service charge by pan 
and electric companies will be taken 
to the supreme court for a determin- 
ation. 


No complaint was made that the 


Increased income from the increased 
commodity charge and tbe new serv- 
ice charge combined would s've the 
cotnpaany a revenue which would 
yield more than a fair, reasonable 
return, says Commissioner Georgn 
R. Van Xamee In an opinion upon 
which the commission's Order was 
based. 


The company denied that the serv- 


ice charge was unjust and unreason- 
able and the question, says Commis- 
sioner Van Namee, Is squarely before 
the commission as to whether the 
company can divide its charges for 
the services rendered by It hi to two 
parts. 


1—A uniform charge ealled a ser- 


vice charge for all customers based 
on an equal division of the amount 
of return to which the company is 
entitled from certain Items of oper- 
ation, which Items are common to all 
customers alike Irrespective of the 
amount of gas nsed. aid 


2—A charge based upon th« qnan- 


tity of gas nsed by each <nstu>mer, 
the two charges coastltnthaf. the en- 
tire rate to be paid. 


Commissioner Van Name* defines 


the principle of the service charge, 
statins that its employment has re- 
sulted from 
the 
realisation that 


there should be recognised 1m the fix- 
Ing of gas and electric rates the tact 
that there are certain Items ot ex- 
pense Involved In the prod net ion and 
distribution of these articles which, 
are not in proportion to tbe number 
of units supplied W the individual 
custtomer. 


"It It Is assumed," says Commis- 


sioner Van Namee, "that the only 
just and reasonable rate to a uni- 
form price for each and evacy cubic 
foot of gas supplied a oastsnaer. re- 
gardless of every other consideration, 
then there is no justification for a 
service charge. Bat this to not the 
conclusion of those who have studied 
and investigated the subject most 
thoroughly. It is bat jnst that each 
easterner should only pay for what 
ho receives and the Imposition of a 
service charge on all allka to cover 
those items which apply la all alike 
neems beat calcalated U> attain, that 
end."
